Applicant's arguments filed on 9/7/04, especially on pages 4, lines 17-27 to page 6, lines 
20 are persuasive in overcoming the prior art rejections of the last office action. 

It is agreed that Millard teaches away from using dies that are clamped around the 
workpiece as recited in col. 4, lines 47-56 and as shown in figures 1 and 4-7. Furthermore, 
Millard does not teach dies inclined in the longitudinal direction of the workpiece. Therefore, 
Millard would not be combinable with [AAPA] to arrive at the claimed invention.
